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I IT WILL) HELP ALBERTA THE 
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MARKETING MEANS SELLING 


Delegates representing the wheat ex- 
porting countries are to meet in London 
during May to consider ways and means 
for maintaining the orderly marketing of 
the new crop. As worked out in practice 
by the wheat pools and_ private dealers 
“orderly marketing” in the last couple of 
years meant not marketing at all unless 
the price was as high as the seller thought 
it ought to be. 

If the exporting countries plan to 
take that attitude toward the buying 
countries in Burope, what will happen may 
be learned from what did happen when 
the same attitude was taken by the hold- 
ers of Canadian wheat. Hurope may de- 
cide to grow its own wheat and let the 
holders hold. It is to be hoped the con- 
ference will place the emphasis on market- 
ing, rather than on orderliness. 


TH K JASPER HIGHWAY 


A correspondent, writing from Jasper, 
has some very pointed observations to 
make in regard to a section of the road 
between that town and Edson. 

When the wreck occurred near the 
latter place a week ago, residents of 
Jasper who had friends on the train 
started for the scene by moter car. The 
trip should take about three and a half 
hours. But most of the cars got mired in 
a two mile stretch of road running through 
what is known as the “green timber,” 
and stayed there all day, The passengers 
on the train were in Jasper before the 
anxious friends who had started out to 
locate them yot back to town. 

The writer states that on gither side 
of this “bog hole” there is a road that can 
be driven with relative safety in any kind 
of weather. But because of the conditions 
at that point, “My advice to all autoists 
who intend to drive to Jasper is don’t, and 
not only don’t try it yourself but tell 
friends and enemies alike not to, It is 
worse than no road at all.” 

The piece of roadway in question is a 
part of the Jasper Highway. Evidently 
it is the only part that is not fairly fit for 
travel in ordinary weather conditions. 
But two miles of bad road is enough to 
put two hundred miles of good road out 
of commission so far as tourist traffic is 
concerned. Unless that section of the 
Highway is put in shape without loss of 
time there will hardly be enough motor 
traffic to Jasper Park this summer to be 
interesting. 


THE AIR MAIL CONTINUES 
There will be satisfaction of course 
throughout the west at the announcement 
that air mail service is not to be with- 
drawn in western Canada, the curtailment 


* that is dictated by circumstances being ac- 


complished by suspending the services be- 
tween Ottawa and Montreal, between 
Montreal and St. John, and between Tor- 
onto and Buffalo, 

And likely enough there will be any- 
thing but satisfaction in the centres af- 
fected by these cancellations, with popu- 
lar feeling reflecting itself in accusations 
that the Government is playing favorites 
between one section of the country and 
another and is making a still further con- 
cession to the endiess demands of the 
prairie provinces for preferred treatment. 

There is no ground whatever for a 
claim of that kind, and no occasion for 
western people to feel that they are being 
shown any special favor in the matter. If 
air mail is of any value, its value lies in 
saving time. It is where distances be- 
tween centres are great that time saving 
is possible and important. 

The eastern cities affected by the new 
ruling are linked together by compara- 
tively short stretches of railway, over 
which fast trains carry the mails several 
times in the day. Air mail cannot in 
these circumstances accomplish any re- 
sults comparable to that of shortening the 
trans-Canada mail time by a clear twenty- 
four hours and of connecting up the wide- 
ly scattered western cities by an overnight 
postal service, 

The curtailment is being made in the 
only part of Canada where it could be 
made, if air mail is to play its proper part 
in the carrying on of the nation’s business 
and in the development of a sense of unity

VORE-DOOMED? 


Londen papers predict that when the 


Imperial conference resumes at Ottawa 
the British Government will offer an 
agreement that Britain will buy a fixed 


proportion of its wheat requirements in 
Canada; on condition that Canada buys 
an equivalent amount of British anthra- 
cite coal. That proWably is a good guess. 
The plan is substantially the same as that 
Mr. Thomas suggested during his visit to 
Canada more than a year ago 

What the response will be must depend 
a good deal upon what policy the Domin 
ion Government has in mind in respect to 
coal. If we are to continue importing an- 
thracite from some source it would be bet- 
ter to import it from Britain, and get a 
guaranteed sale for part of our wheat 
crop in return; rather than go on import- 
ing it from the United States and getting 
no concessions in return, But if the pro- 
tectionist idea is to be carried into effect 
all along the line, Canadian miners are en- 
titled to expect that an effective tariff 
barrier will be erected against anthracite 
from any and all outside sources in the 
interest of the Canadian coal industry. 

Mr. Bennett stated very forcefully a 
year ago that when a commodity which 
might be produced in Canada is imported 
from abroad, the effect upon the Canadian 
producer is the same whether the import- 
ing be done from Britain or from a foreign 
country. He has since been given a man- 
date by the voters to put his tariff ideas 
into practice. If he interprets that man- 
date in the spirit of his declaration, and if 
the proposal to exchange wheat for coal 
is the best the British Government can of- 
fer, the conference at Ottawa is not likely 
to get any farther than the one at Lon- 
don.

Aithough the St. John Board of 
Trade would hardly call itself a partl- 
zan body, it evidently makes no bones 
about its views on what it calls “tariff 


tinkering.” Its latest bulletin contains

the demand for labor declines propor-

OPEN VERDICT Street Railway 


ON MOTORBIKE 
CRASH DEATH 


Driver of Automobile Tells 
How Deceased Collided 
With Him 


An open verdict was brought in on 


Friday evening by the jury em- 
panelled by Coroner Dr, E. A, Braith- 
waite to investigate the .death of 


Arthur Norris, 14504 Stony Plain road 
Norris died on Thursday last in the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, two days 
after his motor bike had been in a 
crash with a car driven by Leonard 
Booth, 11528 O5A street, at the tnter- 
section of 102 avenue and 140 street 
‘The inquest was held at Connelly and 
McKinley's Funeral Parlors, and 
following hearing of the evidence, the 
jury went to the spot at which the 
tragedy had occurred, They recon- 
vened at 7:30 to deliver thetr verdict 


MANY INJURIES 


Dr. N, L. Terwillegar testified that 
he had been called to attend the in- 
jured man at around 5 p.m, last Tues- 
day. Examination showed that Norris 
had a fracture of one arm, fracture of 
one knee joint, fracture at the base 
of the skull, fracture of the jaw and 
shock. His face was also abraded, as 
though from contact with a rough 
surface, The doctor gave multiple 
fractures and shock as cause of death 

Constable J. A, Smith, traffic 
officer on city police, produced pie- 
tures and blueprints of the inter- 
section and different locations of cars 
prior to and at the time of the crash 
When asked by Leo Dafoe, counsel for 
Mr. Booth, as to how much time tt 
would take for two vehicles to meet 
when approaching each other at a 
combined speed of 70 miles an hour 
from a distance of 70 feet, the officer 
smacked his hands together and said, 
“It would be just like that!" 

“Like a flash, in fact?" asked a 
juryman, and the officer agreed 

Mr, Booth gave an extremely frank 
account of the crash, His speed had 
been 30 miles an hour, He could not 
estimate the speed of the motorcycle, 
but opined that it was going faster 
than the car, When he first saw the 
bike approaching, about 300 feet away, 
{t was coming directly at him, in a 
line which would bring it about three 
feet to the north of his right fender, 
He was going west, and the motor 
bike was heading east, Booth was on 
the extreme north edge of the pave- 
ment here, and the motor bike was 
three feet further north than himself, 
he estimated, 

FLICKERED TO LEFT 

When about 70 feet away, Norris 
flickered his bike to the left, giving 
Mr. Booth the impression that he war 
going to go still further north, on the 
gravel, Mr. Booth then swerved to 
the right at the same time Norris 
swerved his motor bike in the same 
direction. The bike crashed into the 
front right fender and wheel of the 
car, after which the car careened 
across the road, Mr, Booth then ran 
to a store and told the proprietor to 
call the police and an ambulance, A 
car stopped at the scene of the wreck
